Reports of extensive preparations all 

long the Shantung coast had recently 
Sou: so abundant that the Japanese thought 
the pretended attack might be useful in lur- 
ing thé defenders to a false center. But the 
ruse was probably unnecssary, for no force 
of magnitude seems to be stationed at the 
place of debarkation—a bay not far from the 
vilage of Yung Cheng, or ving Ching, some 
thirty miles east of Wei Hal Wei. 

A crude earthwork had been erected 
and mounted with four guns, and from this 
feeble fire was opened asthe flotilla made 
iis appearance in the morning of Jan. 
The response from the cruiser Yayeyama, 
at the head of the convoying fleet, was so 
vigorous that after a few rounds the Chinese 
fled, throwing away their arms and uni- 
forms and leaving the guns, with four dead 
bodies, behind them. 

The invading troops were rapidly put 
ashore. Although snow was falling heavily 
the transports were emptied before the moon 
had far advanced. The infantry moved in- 
jand on the same evening to Yang Cheng, 
seven or eight miles distant. The artillery 
bivouacked on the shore. It was joined 
the next morning by the second section of 
the expedition, which was also promptly 


ded. 

The only incident of interest at the seaside 
was the discovery of two Europeans—an 
Englishman and a German—in charge of the 
Chinese Government light houses. They 
were directed to continue their labors, and 
assured that their wages would be paid 
hereafter by Japan. 

On the morning of Jan. 22 a good part of 
Marshal Ovama's force was assembled at 
Yung Cheng, and a small body of scouts 
was sent forward to reconnoiter the route 
to Wei-Hai-Wei. All preliminary measures 
were taken with as much precaution as if 
the Chinese had hitherto shown themselves 
the most watchful and alert of antagonists, 
instead of blindest and stupidest. 

- CHINESE BLUNDERS. 

An illustration of the gross carelessness 
of the Chinese was observed at the telegraph 
station in Yung Cheng.

motions, and it is not impossible that the 
most notable scenes of the session will fol- 
low the first definite motion looking to the 
engrossment of that measure. Not only the 
steering committee, but every member of 
the minority who is at all competent to take 
part in the open engagement, has been as- 
signed his part, and that the minority well 
know what is coming is shown by the haste 
with which Chairman Tubbs called his com- 
mittee together yesterday noon, immediately 
after the noon adjournment. The Demo- 
crats profess to believe that he majority 
will not dare to put on the gag too early in 
the game, and that they will take some 
punishment first as a matter of party policy. 
One of the leaders of the Democratic side 
put it thus: ’ 

“The Republicans have been claiming 
that the present election laws were framed, 
and that they have operated entirely in 
the interest of the Democrats; and they 
have been clamoring for a non-partisan 
election law. But. here they have come 
with the rankest partisan measure that it 
is possible for a party to devise, and want 
the House to swallow it bodily. Now the 
Democrats have told them that if they will 
get up a real non-partisan measure they 
will support it; and they propose to offer 
such amendments to the bill as will make 
it non-partisan. If the Republicans accept 
it, all well and good; if not, it is they and 
not ourselves who will be in the hole.’’ 

This gives an idea of the position of the 
Democrats, and it is as certain as any un- 
determined thing can possibly be that if the 
Republicans stand and fight they will run 
a great risk of parliamentary disfigurement; 
if they hie to cover, their worthlessness as 
political and economic ‘‘redeemers” will be 
manifest to all the world.
